The scale 
upon which the people of St. Paul 
propose to operate in the matter 
is something grand and appears to 
stop at no cost. The Western 
cities are experts in these affairs, 
aud set examples that the older 
and richer cities of the East can 
well follow. 

Nevada will not be represented. 
She never is. Her enterprising (?) 
citizens lay back and do nothiug 
but find fault and complain of hard 
times, without lifting a band to 
make them better. ‘alifornia is 
spending millions to attract people 
to her shores, but Nevada is con- 
tented with the work that the 
poorly paid newspapers are doing» 
and does not even encourage them 
with a thank you. The State 
should have been represented at 
the National Editorial Association, 
for much good could have been 
accomplished, But the newpapers 
cannot afford to do it all. The 
twelve or fifteen editors in the 
State are doing more good work 
for Nevada than all the rest com- 
bined, but their work is not ap- 
preciated. The more they do the 
more they may, and only bear 
fault-finding to recompence them. 
Nevada is a slow coach. With ad- 
vantages unsurpassed by any State 
in the Union, her people will sit 
adly by and take no steps to call 
the world’s attention to them.

WHAT Nevada needs as much as 
anything is new blood, men with 
push and energy, whose ideas are 
not cramped or narrowed by con- 
stant application to business trans- 
acted after the style of twenty 
years ago. This is a progressive 
age, and tne man or community 
that does not keep up with the 
times is sure to get left in the 
grand scramble for the front seat, 
so to speak. The old silurians 
who are hanging to the garments 
of those who are trying to do 
something should be hit on the 
head with a etuffed club and 
knocked back into the rut they 
have worn in the sands of time, 
aud not be allowed to interfere in 
the march of progress. The class 
spoken of is found in every com- 
munity and Reno has more than 
her share.

AFRICAN ARAD3. 


An Amiable People V7 ho {ro Com- 
monly Misrepres 4. 


A Faithful Account of the Natives and 
Their Characteristics ty a Mis- 
alonary to the Dark 
Continent. 

“I have traveled,” said Capt. E. ©. 
Hore to a representative of the New 
York Sun, over ten thousand miles on 
foot and in canoes in Africa, and I have 
never been molested, nor have I found 
it y to lift a weapon against a 
native. I believe the slaug tor ot natives 
wholly inexcusable ¢rime. It re- 
patience and common sense to 
* glong with them, but any white 
man who has these qualities can travel, 
i tclbeve, from one end of the country 
to tie other without being injured. 
When the natives first see a white man 
they often imagine that he may intend 
todo them harm, and this explains 
their hostile attitude. If he is a little 
patient and convinces them, as it is not 
difficult to do, that his intentions are 
frendiy he will have no trouble. As 
soon. as the Africans believe he means 
well they will be his friends. The na- 
tives are like children and they must 
be treated with patience and forbear- 
ince. Under proper influences they can 
be molded and adapted for a better life 
than that of mere savagery. They have 
a pacity fer development, and it is easy 
to turn them either toward good or 
evil. It is necessary to use tact with 
them. but in my opinion tact is nothing 
more than patience, forbearance and a 
proper consideration for their feelings.” 

“Have you ever met Tippu Tib?” 
Capt. Hore was asked. 

Ves. I know him very well. Tippu 
Tib has been a great deal caricatured 
and misrepresented. I believe him one 
of the best men I have met in central 
Africa. Illis treatment of the whites, 
so far as I can tell by personal experi- 
ence, has been kind and fair. He is a 
shrewd and able man. I do not believe 
there are good grounds for accusing 
— of breach of faith in his relations 
with the whites. I am not surprised 
that the Congo state officials say he has 
kept the pledges he made when he be- 
came ge ernor of the Stanley Falls dis- 

‘et. le gave to Mr. Gleerup the mon- 
ey, or rather the ivory and goods, re- 
quired to pay his way across Africa, and 
also letters to Arabs he would' meet on 
his way to the coast, and a letter from 
Tippu Tib means a good deal, for a word 
from him is all that is required to in- 
duee the Arabs to pe most hospitable 
and helpful to the white travelers. 
Tippu Tib has an enormous influence. 
I do not bétieve he has ever been the 
great slaye-raider he has been repre- 
sented. To be sure, there are and have 
been thousands of natives in hisservice, 
and they call him their master, but 
many of them have voluntarily placed 
themselves under his protection, desir- 
ing for mere safety’s sake to become 
servants of a man whois able to protect 
them. 

The conditions of life in centra. 
Africa are very different from those in 
civilized lands, and we cannot judge 
people there by our standards. There 


. : . 
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has been a great deal of cruel and un- 


just condemnation of the Arabs in cen- 
tral Africa. Itist eight of injustice 
to talk about sweeping them away. 
They have secured rights in central 
Africa which should be respected, and 
there is no doubt that if properly influ- 
enced they can be made helpful instead 
of detrimental to white influences in 
that country. The many reports we 
see in which the Arabs are condemned 
by wholesale are exaggerated and un- 
just, and I hope the whites who are now 
going into the country will see that their 
best interests will be served if they treat 
the Arabs with justice.” 

Capt. Hore thinks that the natives 
should be treated much as a father 
treats his children. He is inclined to 


agree with the opinion expressed by 


Jerome Becker that the natives must 
be made to work. It is useless to ex- 
pect that in any large part of equatorial 
Africa white men can do the heavy 
work of the fleld and shop. The native 
must be the laborer. He can be taught 
to work and to acquire habits of indus- 
try. He must be disciplined as a kind, 
wise father disciplines his children. All 
this can be done without injuring him; 
without forfeiting his respect or affee- 
tion, and in the end he will be better 
and happier, and will have advanced in 
the scale of civilization. 

J hope before a great while,” con- 
tinued Capt. Hore, to see a railroad 
from the coast, say from Dares Suiaan 
to Tanganyika. The country may be 
developed, but not to any important ex- 
tent until good communications with 
the coast are established. A railroad is 
u necessity of progress. 

“The elimate of equatorial Africa is 
not a bad,” continued Capt. Hore, as 
many people suppose. A large part of 
the mortality among the whites who 
have been in central Africa is due to 
their lack of all the comforts and con- 
veniences of life. Puta man in that 
wilderness, almost out of reach of com- 
munication with his friends, without 
proper food, suitable clothing, or com- 
fortable quarters, destitute of medicine 
and nearly every comfort, and he is 
very likely to succumb. We shall not 
have so formidable a death-roll in cen- 
tral Africa as soon as the comforts of 


civilized life multiply there. They are 


beginning to do so, and is no rea- 
son why white men should not live there 
at least as comfortably and in as good 
health as in India. This may be said 
especially of such regions as Tanganyi- 
ka, which are several thousand feet

There are specialities in forgetfulness 
which are exceedingly annoying, and 
make the parties afflicted by them look 
like fools in society. Yet these un- 
fortunate peculiarities do not neces- 
sarily imply mental weakness. Per- 
sons of extraordinary intelligence have 
been known to forget their own names.

numeral. Blessed are they who, like 
William Pitt or Lord Macauley, can 
always find the word or phrase appro- 
priate for the occasion. 

A prehensile memory, that clings like 
an ape's tail to whatever it embraces, 
is truly a great gift; and yet the faculty 
may belong to a simpleton incapable of 
usefully applying anything that he re- 
members. We have seen prodigies of 
retrospection who were absolutely good 
for nothing except for purposes of ref- 
erence. 

Let no one who cannot ‘‘find words” 
when he wants them, and the right 
words, too, ever attempt the role of or- 
ator. He will infallibly break down. 
In w-iting, one can afford to wait for 
the truant symbol of thought to return 
to its place im the mental vocabulary or 
take time to hunt fer a substitute; but 
that sort of thing won't do in the face 
of an expectant audience. If you 
flounder they laugh, or, perhaps, hiss, 
and then where are you?—N. .

THE ISLAND OF MALTA. 


How It Came Under the Protection of 
England. 

English occupancy of Malta dates 
from the year 1800. Two years before 
that Napoleon, on his way to Egypt. 
had taken the island, and after a so 
journ of a few days had left matters in 
charge of Vaubois at Valetta, the cap 
ital. But the Maltese soon revolted 
against French tyranny and laid siege to 
Valetta, being aidedin their enterprise 
by Portuguese, Neapolitan and English 
allies. After a siege of two years 
Vaubois surrendered, whereupon the 
Maltese, having lost twenty thousand 
men in recovering their capital, volun- 
tarily placed themselves under the pro- 
tection of England, an arrangement 
afterward confirmed (in 1814) by the 
treaty of Paris. Since then the islands 
have prospered under British rule. In 
1880 the population was 154,892, not in- 
cluding British soldiers or their fami- 
lies. Of this number twenty-four thou- 
sand were English and other foreigners. 
On account of the gayety of Valetta and 
its attractiveness in other ways as a 
winter residence the alien population 
has of late been rapidly increasing. 
The island has a good university and 
lower schools modeled after those 
England. In the schoois until lately 
Italian was the prevailing language, 
though the population is rather of 
Arabic than of Italian stock. Lately, 
however, efforts have been made to ex- 
tend the use of English, and no doubt 
the lapse of time will see the Maltese 
pretty effectually Anglicized.— Prof 
Calvin Thomas, in the Chautauqus”

REYNOLDS’ WRATH.

The latest advices from private sou- 
sources are that Reynolds, who re- 
cently found a ntity of old coins 
near Donner Lake in the eastern part 
of this county, and old man Graves, 
whose mother was one of the mem 
bers of the ill-fated Donner party and 
who is believed to have buried the 
coins where Reynolds dug them uy, 
are about to make a tour of the coast 
for the purpose of exhibiting the rel- 
ics. They expectto clean upa nice 
lictle sum by charginga nominal ad- 
mission fee to their show. 

Mr. Lane, a brother of the well 
known liveryman ofthis city, was in 
company with Reynolds when the lat- 
ter made the discovery, and he asserts 
that the finder voluntarily agreed to 
give him a third interest in them; but 
a few days ago Reynolds left Truckee, 
taking the coins without consulting 
Lane, and went to San Francisco with

things warm for Reynolds unless the 
latter stands by his agreement to di- 
vide. 

Reynolds also has a grievance. He

Reynolds said just before leaving 
Truckee that he proposed to hire a 
first-class lawyer and institute both 
criminal and civfl libel suits against 
the GAZzeTrTE.”’ 


The Gazette informs Mr. Reynolds 
that it will take two or three ‘‘first-class 
lawyers’’ to make out a case against
